Paris, Oct. 26.-—Desperate destruc- 
tion of property and documents of a 
historic nature waa carried out by 
the Germans at St. Quentin, according 
to a rep'ort made to Premier Clemen- 
ceau by the municipal authorities of 
that city. 
Ancient city documents which had 
been walled up under control of the 
German command and placed under 
seals, were found to have been re- 
moved or burned. 
Evidence showed 
this occurred after the 
Inhabitants 
rom St. Quentin In March, 1917. 
In stripping every factory in the 
city the Germans can-led out all mod- 
els and designs and even the accounts 
of the 
various companies were re- 
moved.

ask that an allied or neutral com- 
mission visit the city soon to estab- 
lish the falsity of the statement made 
by Dr. W. S. Solf. the German foreign 
secretary, that the city was destroyed 
by shell flre from the allied artillery.

A Mad World 


Fear is the most prolific source of all 


evil. Of course if fear were under- 
stood in its full metaphysical signifi- 
cance, it would be understood to be the 
provoking1 cause of all evil of every 
sort. But even from the ordinary point 
of view of the world, fear, when it com- 
municates itself to numbers, is capable 
Df causing1 greater disaster than any 
other phase of the human conscious- 
ness. The pag-an philosophers realized 
that there was such a thing- as the fear 
of fear, in other .-words, as they stated 
t, the fear of death was worse than 
ieath. itself. -Centuries later Shakes- 
peare appropriated the idea, and put 
precisely the same sentiment into the 
mouth of Isabella, in "Measure for 
Measure," and indeed, anyone who 
knows anything at all of history knows 
how disease was spread upon the wings 
of fear in the case of that awful visita- 
tion of the Fourteenth Century known 
as the Black Death, 'and again when a 
pestilence of a similar nature swept . 
London, in the Seventeenth Century. 


Some day the world will come to see 


that what it calls contagion is a merftal 
contagion, and that what it calls infec- 
tion is the infection of one mind from 
another. Orthodox medical practice to- 
day larg'ely recognizes this, but it 
v 


draws back from the logical conse- 
quences of its own admission, and en- 
deavors to shelter itself in halfway- 
house, which is built partially out of 
mind and partially out of matter. Any 
person who has watched the ravages of 
such a disease as cholera in the East 
must know exactly what this means. 
The European sahib, going about doing 
his duty, and quite fearless of conse- 
quences, moves through the cholera 
camps with perfect immunity from the 
disease. But the native; stricken by 
tiiis disease, lies down almost where he 
is overcome' by it, whether in his house 


or by the roadside, convinced, in the 
suddenness of the shock and the con- 
fusion of his fear, that the moment has 
come from which it is useless for him to 
attempt to escape. 


In such conditions it is surely obvious 
that the sanest treatment is to do 
everything, possible to destroy fear. 
Fear in a Christian community should 
be self-condemned. Some nineteen cen- 
turies of reading the Johannine epis- 


. ties should surely have effected this if 


Christendom is understanding what it 
reads. It is a little to the point to say 
that fear is uncontrollable, for any per- 
son who has .ever had anything to do 
with causes which produce fear knows 
that this is not the case. 
Probably 


every man who has made the sea his 
profession has been through periods of 
fear which he has had to overcome in 
order to gain that sereneness in 
danger, -without which he would be a 
liability instead of an asset on board 
his ship. Practically every man who 
has ever been into action on land can 
tell you something of the sickening 


ring in the darkness overhead, and of 
hearing the bombs explode all round; 
boys sleeping fearfully in the trenches, 
waiting for the summons in the gray 
morning to go over the top, and men 
and women sleeping in towns and vil- 
lages, miles and thousands of miles 
away, fearful of what in that very mo- 
ment may be happening to those whom 
they love; men and women at sea, wait- 
ing as it were for the explosion of tor- 
pedoes; or even men and women in im- 
mediate physical safety, wondering 
what effect the war is going to have on 
their incomes and their lives.

"The way," writes Mrs. Eddy, in a 


famous sentence on page 201 of Science 
and Health, "to extract error from 
mortal mind is to pour in truth through 
flood-tides of Love." Now not even the 
natural scientist will deny that the way 
to overcome any condition at all, is to 
learn the truth about it. Until the 
truth has been learned a man fights 
with his hands tied behind him, or at 
the best like the boxer in the Greek 
games, who, Paul declared, beat the air. 
The Christian religion is perfectly clear 
on this point. Jesus of Nazareth him- 
self declared, "Ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free." If 
the truth will not free men from mi- 
crobes, it will not free them from any- 
thing at all. Now it is perfectly certain 
that if the truth about Christianity ex- 
ists anywhere, it exists in the Bible, and 
that one way to learn this truth is 
through the churches consecrated for 
the purpose of promulgating it, and not 
by closing their doors in token of their 
impotency.

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The New York Tribune, in discussing the German peace 


proposition, publishes an article on "What It Means," from the pen 
of Frank D. Simonds, which is so enlightening that it is well worth 
reproducing, because it shows that the despoiling of France and 
Belgium meant the wiping out of industries for many years to 
come, and leaving a free field for German manufacturers. It is 
well for these stricken people as well as for the oppressed of other 
nations that the allies are a unit in demanding absolute surrender, 
and that no peace will be recognized which does not include resti- 
tution. Mr. Simonds says: 


"The region through which the German is now retreating is 


one of the great industrial districts of Europe. Lille, Turcoing- and 
RoubaLx, practically constituting a single city of over .400,000 in- 
habitants, are the great industrial towns of France. Carnbrai, 
Douai and a score of smaller places now in the war news are simi- 
larly busy centers of French manufacture. Lens, whose complete 
ruin has been reported, is the chief coal mining town of France. 
Scattered about it are the smaller villages which, with Lens, sup- 
ply almost all of the coal essential to French industry- Between 
these various cities adn towns run many canals, useful in the 
transportation of material. 


"Now the factories, the mines, the canals, are all being sys- 


tematically destroyed, together with the cities in the district. 
Everything of the smallest value which could be moved has been 
moved back to Germany; what could not be moved is being ruined 
or destroyed by fire and dynamite. 


"It is .the German's calculation that when he has completed 


this work of systematic and deliberate destruction industrial 
France and industrial Belgium will be wiped off the map and that 
it will be a matter of years before either'can be restored. In thes 
years German manufactures will profit by the absence of French

"It is essential that this whole program, and it is a program

He expects to be able to explain that such ruin as has come 
to France and Belgium is the natural, if regrettable, consequence 
o.f war. He Mill weep over this ruin, as the Kaiser wept for Lou- 
vain, for Rheims and for much else, but he means to keep up his 
campaign of arson to the very last moment. 


"More than all this, the very best incentive to the German 


industry in destruction at the present hour is the ever insistent 
declaration in many quarters that there must be no reprisal at the 
end of the war; no punishment which will hurt German feelings 
and therefore lessen the chance for an enduring league of nations 
to function. From the very outset of the struggle the German 
has capitalized the humanity and the civilized instincts of his foes; 
he is making full use of these sentiments now. 


"The simple truth is that the German thinks he can lay waste 


Northern France and Belgium and get away with it unscathed, 
oven rewarded in his own pocket, because he relies upon the ideal- 
ism of his foes, and particularly of President Wilson, to protect 
him from all the consequences of his crimes and enable him to 
make his calculated profit out of the elimination of the industrial 
competition of the nations which he has attacked. 


"There is not the smallest element of accident in what is now 


taking place in Northern France and in Belgium. Cities and 
towns are not being destroyed as a result of battle. They are be- 
ing systematically reduced to ashes in accordance with a long pre- 
pared plan. German retreat is being timed to coincide with the 
finishing touches of the torch-hearer and the mine-layer. 


"Is it conceivable that any American, high or low, can be 


deceived by any German words after the recent revelation of Ger- 
man deeds? And we are only at the beginning of the disclosure; 
we are just entering Belgium, and in the next few weeks the story 
of German crime and oppression in Belgium will stagger human- 
ity. Four years of slavery, despoliation, murder and worse than 
murder are to be unfolded when our liberating armies reach Brus- 
sels, Antwerp and Liege. 


"The German believes he can make peace before these facts 


are sufficiently known to give decisive character to the terms of 
that peace he now seeks. He believes that while French cities are 
in ashes and French factories in ruins, he can in his own factories, 
freed from all French or Belgian competition, dominate world in- 
dustry, as he tried to dominate world politics. He believes that, 
having reduced the merchant marine of the world by his unre- 
stricted submarine warfare, he can coin money for his own ship- 
ping, which will take the place of the lost enemy boats. 


"The German has lost the battle—he knows it quite as well 


as we know it—but he has not yet lost the war. He is preparing 
for peace, but his preparations are being made in French and Bel- 
gian cities. Are we going to let him get away with it? If we do, 
what people will resist the next German attack? Certainly not 
the French or the Belgian—and on this as well as on industrial 
profits from devastation the German counts.

DON'T GET FRIGHTENED. 


The epidemic which is now sweeping over the country is more 


than a microbe disease because it infests the mind and incites | 
hysteria, and a mind thus effected weakens powers of resistance 
and invites disease. Whether we are Christian Scientists or not—'• 
and many people are not—the fact remains that there are more 
diseased minds than bodies, and that >worry and nervousness are 
responsible for many physical complaints. 


The city of Des Moines, Iowa, has been rigidly quarantined 


for the past two weeks. At a meeting of professional and busi- 
ness men, the other day, the statement was made that the soldiers 
at Camp Dodge, who are Christian Scientists, had thus far been 
immune from the disease. In the discussion following this state- 
ment, Dr. Witte said: "There is no question that by a right atti- 
tude of mind these people have kept themselves from illness. I 
have no doubt that many persons have contracted the disease 
through fear. 


"People can deceive themselves into thinking they have any 


disease on the calendar, and doubtless many of them have thought 
themselves into tehir graves." 


A recommendation that newspapers prepare editorials citing 


the immunity which Christian Scientists enjoy from influenza, 
and urging the use of common sense and a calm attitude of mind 
in conquering fear of infection, was made by H. W. Byers, corpor- 
ation counsel for the icty. The recommendation was indorsed by 
the committee as a whole, and newspapers were asked to quote the 
committee to that effect. 


"Entirely too much publicity has been given to supposed 


symptoms of the so-called Spanish influenza," was Mr. Byers' fur- 
ther comment, "and I would recommend that if anything be print- 
ed in regard to the disease it be confined to simple preventive 
measures—something constructive, rather than 'destructive." 
"Fear is the first thing to be overcome, the first step in con- 


quering this epidemic," said Dr. Witi^. - "I am not a Christian 
Scientist, but I believe an application of their principles will ma- 
terially aid in preserving thexhealth of this community. They did 
lot originate with the Scientists, but are to be found by anyone 
vho will take the trouble to read his Bible. 


"In my work in infected communities, I have always found 


cientists the first to respond to the slightest suggestion of un- 
anitary conditions, and the first to comply with fundamental 
ealth measures." 


There is a lot of good, hard sense wrapped up in this discus- 


sion and some suggestions which are worth following. The aver- 
age mortal can acquire most any kind of a disease by a little per- 
sistent effort. It is a good time just now to practice Christian 
Science or anything else which teaches mind control. The easy 
victims to any sort of an epidemic are the people who are fright- 
ened out of their senses, and who are out seeking for trouble. Oui 
nation is engaged in a dual warfare—one at close range, the othei 
three thousand miles away. The Hun is already defeated and will 
surrender as soon as he finds it out. The Spanish influenza mujst 
go, and the vigorous methods adopted will soon rid us of the 
scourge. There is no occasion for hysteria, and fear simply pro- 
longs the warfare.

up the rear of my battery and an- 
other battery was just behind, when 
I saw a shell explode two carriages 
behind -me. Three men, one-a lieuten- 
ant, 
and seventeen horses were killed. 


VVo had to put on our gas masks for 
half an hour. 
Finally got through. 


This was in tho middle of the night. 
Got into a' new position just back of 
the infantry and close up to th? Ger- 
mans. 
Then shells burst 
about 
us 


much of tho time. 
Sounds like 
an 
express train coming with a horrible 
burst at tho end. In crossing no man's 
land I saw several dead Americans 
still lying In the trenches. I slept In a 
dog tent for a week, and for three 
nights Just laid down under a tree, 
with shells bursting overhead. I have 
a shrapnel ball that fell beside me one 
night, and I Just reached out my hand 
and picked It up in the dark. 
"We 


got Into the trenches just a day or two 
after the Germans left. 
After we had 


been there for two days eight Ge 
mans walked out of a deep dugoi 
and surrendered, 
In walking throug 


the trenches and dug-outs I ran int 
two dead Germans. One of the bo> 
found a live nannygoat In a dugou 
which our battery has adopted. On 
fellow drank a cup of milk from th 
goat. When we moved the damn goa 
gave out and wo had to carry it 
the ration cart. At present I am oc 
cupylng .a German captain's dugou 
and wearing a pair of his shoes, 
mine are wet. Someone stole my rub 
ber boots from my tent before I ha 
a chance to wear them. 
"The Germans had this place a 


electric lighted: 
bed rooms. 
books 
etc. 
Deep, deep dugouts, 30 to 4 


feet deep.

tern of trenches you can imagine.

some of our positions we had'difficult 
in getting water.to drink, say'nothin, 
about washing.

thing to show that the advance had 
taken place along this line, and from 
the looks of 
the 
bodies -probably 
about ten days before we came there 
to live. 


Now, 
for the next move. 
I was 
.sent ahead to select a place for Billets 
and a packing place for the trucks, 
and all other details that are nec- 
essary In the moving of 
a 
motor 
truck company. This town happened 
to be a big: German Base Hospital. 
We found the sum of none houses 
standing, and much as tho place men- 
tioned before except it 
was 
about 


twice as bad. 
They had ejected bar- 
racks and found a few of them still 
standing so that we were pretty well 
quartered. We had taken about eight 
truck loads of supplies and the first 
thing -we knew about seven of them 


the building rocked and next Jt be- 
gan to rain mud in bricks. The planes 
were trying for the railroad possibly 
300 yards away, they were missing it 
but coming- altogether too close to 
us for comfort. 
'Well such is the life 
and "so by the time they had openec 
the tail g-ates of their planes, and 
dumped out about sixty bombs, they 
went home to bed and let 'js sleep 
tbe balance of the night. 
Early In 
the morning we were awakened b; 
the explosion of a mine which had 
been set with a time fuse, and had ex- 
ploded a few days late. This causec 
an investigation and they found that 
the whole town was mined to a. cer- 
tain extent. 
This was what caused 
our trucks to get stuck so easily, the 
ground had all been dug up. 
One 
other Interesting experience we had 
there was the 
opportunity 
to 
go 


through the supply room of the hos- 
pital. 
It contained carloads of medi- 


cine of all kinds, mostly drugs for the 
deadening of pain, splints for various 
parts of the body, in fact everythiiia 
to take care of a broken man. in- 
stead of a sick one. It is almost Im- 
possible to set any figures on the val- 
ue of it. to the .Germans, but It must 
have amounted into the thousands. It 
also shows how fast they had them 
goinsr-when they did not have time to 
take such things along with them. In 
some of the wards, which had not 
the

to the nlg-ht we managed to get the 
trucks ready to go back to camp, the 
next morning1 for more supplies. We 
were tired and -covered with mud, so 
after a little bre^d and corned Bill, 
we immediately took a trip to dream- 
Isjid. 
Hardly had my head touched 


sheets'and blankets, medicines were 
still on the little stands and even the 
bed clothes, such as they were, turn- 
ed .back "where a wounded man had 
been lifted out and taken away on a 
stretcher. 


While we also had a chance-to talk 
with any number of German prison- 
ers through an Interpreter. 


the pillow, so It seemed, when boom, They were mostly men. who were in 


the draft four years agro, and at that 
time had been prisoners only since 
August 8th. They said they were more 
satisfied in France than in Germany, 
but-wished they could have their fam- 
ilies with them. 
They wanted the 
war to end, and it made no difference 
which was the victor. They also, said 
they -were eating- better than 
they 


could in Germany. 
This is what they 
g-ot: Breakfast, coffee, and bread; for 
lunch, bread; middle of. afternoon 
soup, meat, bread; supper, coffee axic 
bread. 


At first they -would not believe we 
were Americans, and 
when 
finally 
convinced theV wanted to know, how 
the United States could use rubber 
for g-ogrg-les -we were wearing on our 
caps. 
Then they would feeJ our hip 
boots and could not understand how 
we had enough rubber for boots. They 
had very good hob-nailed shoes, but 
outside of this the clothes of the Ger- 
man is not up to those of the Ameri- 
cans in any way. 


Now this little narative brings us 
up to the present. 
We are in a town 
that the French have not been in 
jeforfe since the start of 
the 
war. 


Everything; in it Is distinctly German. 
The houses have been

put on. We are pretty fairly located 
and working: hard.

This being, attached to the French 
army in some way is a just thing, we 
see so much of the country. We have 
been on the whole front except down 
where the Americans are landed in 
the south of France, went by train to 
about the center of the country: have 
seen the Eng-lish Channel and spent 
several hours of hard work (on 
conray) in Belgium.

lough on October 7th, they send us 
great resort, .even before the war. You

A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and address, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must ha\-e endorsed thereon the names or initials of both 


'allot clerks, and no other ballot can>be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the. voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same'for voting-. A ballot clerk may inform the 
oter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


(b) 
If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party he shall make a cross or other mark under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the circle 


nade for that purpose. A ballot so marked and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the candidates 
f the party have been erased or a name shall be -written in or a, cross mark be placed in the square at the right of the name or names of candidates in another column. If the voter does not 
dsh to vote for all the candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making- a cross or mark in the square at the right of the name of the candidate for whom he Intends to vote, 
r by inserting or writing; in the name of the candidate. 


(c) 
A voter may vote for an entire group of candidates for presidential electors by marking a. cross (X) or mark In the circle (O) under the party designation at the head of the pnrty 


olumn, or he may vote for the candidates for presidential electors by making a cross (X) or mark in the square at the right of the name of each candidate for elector for whom he wishes to 
ote. If a voter does not wish to vote for any one or more candidates for presidential electors in the group he may erase the name of such candidate or candidates and may write in the space 
rovided therefor, the name or names of the person or persons for whom he desires to vote, and the cross (X) or mark in the circle (O) at the head of the party column shall count as a vote for 
ach of the candidates in such column. If a voter does not wish to vote for any candidates for president or vice-president or for any presidential electors, whose names appear upon the ballot. 
e may insert or write in the names of the candidates for president and vice-president, and presidential electors to a number equal to the number of electors to be elected, in the appropriate 


spaces in the blank column at the right of the ballot. 


(d) 
A voter may vote upon a question submitted to a vote of the people by making- a cross (X) or mark in the square at the right of the answer which he intends to give. 


(e) 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in Its stead, but not more than three In 


all shall be issued to any one voter. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Vnofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter can be taken into the booth, and may be used 


to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


(f)' After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot «lerks on the outside may be seen. Then the 


voter should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 


(g) 
A voter, who declares to the presiding- officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability, he is unable to, mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or two elec- 


tion officers in marking same, to be chosen by tho voter; and if he declares that he is totally blind, he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among- the legal voters of the county. 
The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's disability.
